QUEENSTOWN 


W. A. Buchanan’s meeting at 
Queenstown Monday cvening was 
& great success, every seat in the 
eehool house being filled, many of 
the farmers—tired from their day’s 
wrain-cutting—sat upon the floor, 
wile many others stood through- 
out Mr. Buchanan’s speech of an 
hour and three-quarters, filling the 
school to the dvor, while a few 
atuod outside and a number of 
Jadics arriving late drove their 
democrat to the steps and seated in 
it listened intently to the discourse. 

Upon motion of Frank Robertaon 
aud Ten, Tibbetts, Geo. Macomber, 
president of the Queenstown Liberal 
Association, was asked to occupy 
the chair, who briefly defining the 
object of the meeting, referred to 
Mr. Buchanan's independent 
attitude as member of the Alberta 
legislature, and assured — the 
audience that from all the know- 
ledge he cvould gather he wasa 
gentlemen that would do his out- 
most tu carry out the wishes of his 
constituents who were farmers in 
the majority. Therefore as chair- 
man he felt it was not his duty to 
avcupy the time, but allow his 
neighbors, who had left a hard 
day's work, to hear the gentleinan 
whom he believed would do the 
most for them, and had pleasure in 
introducing Mr. Buchanan: 

Mr. Buchanan was received with 
enthusiasin and started of with say- 
ing that he was more than pleased 
ty see su many farmers present at 
ao tuay a seneou of the year, which 
was evidence to him that they were 
really interested in the tnatters he 
Was present to represent. From 
the attenfance he touk it that the 
farmers meant all they asked for in) 
sounding the big delegation to Ottawa 
Jast winter asking for reciprocal 
trade relations with the United 
States. He said that it was with 
ronie little sacrifice of time that he 
was present, but he believud it’ his 
duty to be inconvienced if it was 
to the advantage of the people of the 
constituency. He regreted that he 
was suffering from a severe cold and 
therefore could not speak as fluently 
as he would like, but asked fure- 
bearunce and explained that since 
entering the canipaiga he had been 
travelling continually and epeak- 

meine from two to three times a day. 

@\. thought it hardly necessary to 
explain that he was in the cam- 
paign at the request of the Liberals 
of the constituency, and not of his 
own choice. 

Mr, Buchanan then bricily re- 
ferred to hia action as metuber of 
the Alberta Legislative and said the 
chairman was right in suying he 
wasan independent politician and 
he always intended to be onc. He, 
lwwever, believed in partyiem to 
the extent that he should be re- 
6,ninsible to the people who cliouse 
tu elect him to represent them. 
He, therefore, appeared as'a Liberal 
candidate, because he believed in 
the general principles of Liberalisin 
as he understoud thom, He said 
Canada depended upon agriculture 
and as this constituency wis essent- 
ally an agricultural one he intend- 
ed t represent it as such if he 
proved the choive of the electors and 
he wanted the members of the Far- 
swers Union to know this. Tare 
wie the only reference he ade to 
Mr. Magrath, who he thought had 
not fulfilled quite all of his pro- 
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binder at present but we must make 
an start, Mr, Hutcheson an itnple- 
ment man, however, complains that 
even this on binders means one 
million dollars loss a year to the 
manufacturers.’’ 

He would take the duty off ce- 
ment which was one of the worst 
mergers in Canada, charging from 
100 to 150 per cent more fur cement 
than they should. 


Mr. Buchanan then took up the 
direct advantages of reciprocity to 
the people generally and followed 
the results in each province from 
the Atlantic ocean to the Pacitic, 
explaining very minutely the effect 
it would have on the various indus- 
tries, such as fish, apples, vegetables 
wheat, oats, barley, cattle, sheep, 
horses and lumber, ete., which space 
dues not permit fullowing, and was 
applauded heartly on each one as 
he gave his explanations. 

He said that reciprocity was the 
one great issue of the campaign be- 
cause R. L. Borden had declared 
that he would force the government 
to go to the people on the matter. 

He proceeded to review the posi- 
tion of the Conservative party on 
the question of reciprocity showing 
that without doubt that party had 
always considered the matter in a 
favorable light until the Liberal 
gevernment had succeeded in ob- 
taining the desired legislation for 
the people, after which their oppon- 
ents had seen fit to oppose the pact, 
not because they really thought it 
to he detrimental to the best inter- 
eats of the country, but apparently 
hecauxe it was introduced by the 
Liberal party. He showed that 
from 1854, when the first recipro- 
city treaty with the U.S. was 
brought into force by a Consers ative 
government by the aid of Lord Rigin 
up to the beginning of the. present 
year, the Conservative party had 
beon in favor of the legislation. In 
the platform of the greatest leader 
the Conservative party ever had, a 
platform which aclvocated a hig’. 
protection turiff for the manufact- 
urers, there was inserted a clause 
making to the U. 8. government 
wu standing offer of free trade in 
natural products. Even after the 
legislation had been introduced at 
Ottawa this year, prominent Con- 
servative members aud newspapers 
had voiced their approval of the 
measure in no uncertain terms, and 
st was not until several days after 
the pact had been brought before 
the house that any opposition arose. 
He quoted extracts from speeches 
by Mr. Lloyd George and Hon. Mr. 
Bulfour of England, who thought 
that the ‘measure was one which 
would tend to a greater prosperity 
for Canada. The London Times 
also had said that retiprovity with 
the U.S would be a good thing’ for 
Canada, as it would foster a spirit 
of self reliance. Surely, he said, 
the opinion of the Times in this 
matter carries more weight than the 
opposition fostered by the large in- 
terests of Eastern Canada. 

Mr. Buchanan then attacked the 
loyalty cry raised by the opponents 
of the pact. ‘Noone can accuse,’’ 
he said ‘“‘the Liberal party 
Canada ‘of being disloyal to the 
Mother Country. Their loyalty is 
not lip loyalty but a loyalty which 
was shown in legislation for the up- 
building of the British Empire. In 
the face of the strongest opposition 
from the Conservative party, the 
Laurier government in 1897 passed 
the British Preferential Tariff Bill, 
giving the gouds of the Mother 
Country a preference in entering 
the Canadian markets. I would

QUESTION OF RATES! 


RAILWAY COMMISSION DEALS 
WITH FREIGHT RATES 


The Question of Alleged Discimination 
in Freight Rates is Discussed— 
W. B. Lannigan, Assistant Traffic! 
Manager of the C. P. R., Presents 
Argument for the Railway—Lum- 
ber Rates Also Discussed. 


Calgary, Alta.—The board of rail-} 
way commissioners, in session here) 
went into the consideration of matters | 
consederable importance to the people 
of this district. 

J, Fram, of the United Farmers of} 
Alberta, presented a full written state. 
ment of a complaint the assotiation 
makes to the present provisions re- 
garding fire guards along the right of! 
way. The claim is that it is unfair! 
for the railroads to have the privilege! 
of entering upon a farmer’s land and 
burning tne fire guards, without pay- | 
ing compensation for the damage done 
in doing the same, It was stated that 
the raisroads trespass upon their lands 
for this purpose, and asked that they 
be compensated for any such damage 
done, and that the regulations be 
made such ag will work for the advan- 
tage of both the railroad and the 
farmer in placing the matter of fire} 
guards upon a proper basis. The mat: | 
ter was held over for further consid- 
eration, | 

The next matter to come before 
the board was the consideration of the 
adjourned hearing in the application 
of the Vancouver board of trade for| 
an order directing the western rail-_ 
ways to cease charging discriminatory | 
rates between points in central Can- 
ada and the Pacific coast. 

W. B. Lannigan, assistant traffic 
manage of the C, P. R. for western 
lines, presented the case of the rail-| 
roads to the commission, attempting 
to show the reasonableness of _ the 
mileage tariff now charged. Mr, Lan- 
nigan declared that the. rates were 
lower in western Canada, taking into 
consideration the existing conditions, | 
than over the western lines in the 
United States, He presented figures | 
of the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railways to fix the case of the 
C, P. R., showing that the scale in 
Manitoba was slightly higher than in 
North Dakota for a haul up to 75 
miles, and that from there west the 
scale varies, sometimes higher in 
Canada and with other times higher 
in the United States. : | 

To show the existing conditions | 
which fixed the rates charged by the 
railroads, Mr. Lannigan gave the fig- 
ures of the density of tonnage, popu- 
lation and cost of haul in the United 
States and in Canada. From these 
figures it was shown that the railways 
of western Canada serve only 33 1-3 
per cent. as great a population as the 
roads in the northwestern part of the 
United States. On the summing up 
of his case he stated that in consid- 
eration of conditions existing, the 
rates were as low as possible, as they 
wished farmers to come into western 
Canada, and that low rates were an} 
inducement. Under these cireum- 
stances he asked the dismissal of the 
cnse, 

The United Farmers of Alberta, 
. through their president, James Bow- 
ers, asked an order directing the C. P. 
R. to reduce rates on various com- 
modities shipped between 
Alberta and British 
vice versa. 

The matter was laid aside for con- 
sideration after the decision on the 
Vancouver rate case, which covers 
much of the matter contained in the 
application of the United Farmers of 
Alberta. 

The Mountain Lumbermen’s Manu- 
fucturers’ association, through their 
secretary, W. A. Anslie, asked an or- 
der directing the C. P. R. to provide 
a tariff schedule on lumber on ship- 
ments from the interior of British Co- 
lumbia to points on the Grand Trunk 
Pacific via Camrose, A previous or- 
der of the board had directed tariffs, 
but the two roads have been unable to 
reach an agreement, 

J. G. Rutherford, veterinary direc. | 
tor general of the province, applied 
for approval of certain regulations re- 
specting shipments of live stock. The 
matter will be more fully discussed 
when the board sits at Edmonton.

Method Employed by William Watts, 
the Inventor, Still Used. 

The tower process of making shot 
was invented by William Watts, a 
jumber of Bristol, England, in 1769. 
is tower was “built” by suwing a 
square hole in the centre of the var- 
ous floors of his house, and locating 
a well in the cellar, into which the 
globules of molten lead dropped and 
were instantly cooled and hardened. 
Watts secured a patent in 1782 and 
sold his London rights in 1800 for 
$48,665, 

His tower is still is use, although 
it has been heightened by the addi- 


jtion of several stories, The lead, when 


molten, is poured into a sieve-like 
teceptacle at the top of the tower, 
and these molten drops, falling into 
the well, 120 feet below, form the

AIR BUBBLE POWER 
Northern Ontario Mine Has a Re 
markable System. 

Place in w mining camp a modern 
department store completely equip- 
ped with telephone service and auto- 
mobile delivery und selling hydraulic 
energy over the counter in hundred 
pound packages, and the city bred 
man iL get a fuir idea of what a 
power plant means to an irdustrial 
community 1,000 miles from its coal 
Hv abs Up in Northern Ontario 
such power as this is more of a mir- 
acle than a brick flat with steam heat 
and porcelain tubs, for the miner 
can exist without a bath, but he 
[can’t uncover pu tock without 
power to drive the drills that do it. 
When the price of coal in Northern 
Ontario began to eat into the ore 
rofits the miners harnessed the 

ontreal river for power. 

Ragged Chutes, the point where 
the miners located their plant, is a 
natural water power.in itself. It {a 
ten miles from Cobalt. Here the 
tiver for about 1,000 yards whirls 
down a thirty-five foot grade and for 
four seasons in the year is a boiling, 
tossing torrent. 

The theory as practiced was to 
drop this surging tide down a 300 
foot shaft near the top of the rapids, 
then to catch the nir bubbles as yiey 
tose from the water, racing throug 
a subterranean chamber toward a 
tail shaft leading up again to the 
bed of the river 1,000 feet down- 
stream, 

Building this ower plant was 
about one hundred times more of Aa 
proposition than its originators fore- 


saw. First the low masonry dam 
was completed, 660 feet across the 
tiver, the waterways thus erected 


having a capucity of 1,200 cubic feet 
per second. Immediately above the 
dam, in the centre of a large con- 


crete basin, two eight-foot steel 
shafts, each containing sixty-six 
pipes fourteen inches in diameter, 


were sunk to a depth of 350 feet. A 
thousand feet downstream the other 
| shaft was sunk into the rocky bed, 
and then in three shifts, and work. 
ing day and night, the miners chop- 
ed a subterranean chamber connect- 
ing the two shafts at the upper end 
of the rapids with the single one at 
the lower. They cut this great under. 
ground raceway twenty-two feet wide 
along its entire length, twenty-six 
and a half feet high at the bottom of 
the shafts and forty-two feet high in 
the central ;art of the tunnel. The 
whole undertaking was hazardous to 
an extreme, but neither officers nor 
men will admit it. It was all in the 
day's work with them. Moreover, the 
camp at Cobalt had begun to taunt 
them, and they were going to finish 
the job or ‘‘bust.”

Canada now holds an unequalled 
position as a favored tield of invest- 
ment among English capitalists, 
and more yeomen farmers than ever 
before are saving their coppers to be 
able to come to this favored country 
immigrants, according to J. 
Hollins, of London, England, 
imanager of the Canadian Press As- 
sociation and the Canadian Mail, 
who passed through the Bow Valley 
last week, 

Mr. Hollins has been on an edu- 
cational trip) through ~~ Western 
Canada for the last seven weeks. 
The Canadian Mail and the Cana- 
dian Press Association, of which he 
}is Mianager, has a large circulation 
jin England, and the information it 
is furnishing relative to financial, 
industrial and agricultural ceondi- 
tions in Canada is doing much to 
educate the people of England to 
the advantages and opportunities of 
Canada as a field of investment of 
capital, ora place of settlement. 

“During the time 1 have been in 
Canada,’ said Mr. Hollins, “I 


{have met many parties of capital- 


ists from the Old Country who are 
studying Canada as a field for in- 
vestment, In an agricultural way, 
‘Canada has proven herself to the| 
English in general. Especially is 
the English immigrant learning to 
appreciate the advantages of the 
“ready-made” farm. Lunderstand 
the American farmer prefers to take 


up raw and, but the English would 
rather pay a little more and get the 
ground that is prepared for crop, 
The tide of emigration from Europe 
has turned toward Canada, last year 
leing the first year when more 
people came into Canada than ito 
the Unite Btates, and the English 
rettiers with money are coming into 
Canada in large numbers, ‘The old 
report that Canada is a country of 
frosted crops ix no longer given cre- 
dence, and thousands af Knglish | 
farmers are to day saving their cop-| 
pers that they amay obtain the 
means of coming to this new land.’’

When you pull down the town in 
which is your home, you are pulling 
down yourself, and when you build 
up you are building up yourself and 
your neighbor, Try and banish 
from your mind the mistaken idea 
that all good things are away off in 
some other locality. Give your 
town all tho praise it can legitimate- 
ly bear. Tt certainly will do you 
no harm and will cost you nothing; 
and aboye all patronize your hone 
institutious—including the printing 
office.

“Tam ‘in the field as the Can 
date of the Liberal Party and as an 
adyocaty of the reciprocity pact 
with the United States, and I desir: 
to place before you a few reason 
why the cause [ espouse shoule 
receive your support, 

As you no doubt are aware, one 
of the demands made by the depu- 
tation of farmers from all over 
Canada, which waited upon the 
Government at Ottawa last fall, was 
that reciprocity with the United 
States shorld be secured, About 
the same time representatives of the 
United States Government went to 
Ottawa and intimated that they 
were prepared to negotiate a reci- 
procal trade arrangement, with the 
result that the reciprocity pact, now 
before the people of Canada for en- 
dorsation, Was reached, 

This trade measure gives Cana- 
dian farmers free sceess to the 
market of ninety million people for 
all their products, It means that 
the Canadian farmer will be able to 
sell his grain and his live stock at 
the higher prices obtainable in tie 
United States market. Those of 
you who keep in touch with the 
quotations on the American side, 
know that wheat, barley, hay, 
cattle and hogs and other products 
of the farm bring prices much in 
advance of the Canadian market, 
and with the duty taken off, you 
will be able to sell in that market 
and get the better prices, That ix 
what the reciprocal trade arrange- 
ment means and it is for the farmer 
to say whether he wants it or not. 
This arrangement also reduces the 
duty on agricultural implements, 
which will enable the farmer to 
save money on his purchases in this 
line. 

The agriculturalists of Canada, 
through the deputation which went 
to Ottawa, asked for reciprocity, 
and if you cast your votes for me 
and the Liberal Party is returned to 
power you will get it. ‘The Conser- 
vative party is opposed to this 
measure and by supporting their 
candidate reciprocity will be de- 
feated and the prospect of tariff 
relief for the farmer will be put 
much farther off. Now is the time 
for the farmer to show his power. 
The great finaneial and industrial 
interests of the east are opposed to 
the measure, and if the Conserva- 
tives are returned to power they will 
dictate the policy of that party. 

Reciprocity not only means much 
to the pockets of the farmers, but it 
is worthy of tie support of all other 
classes of the community. By being 
able to import many foodstuffs from 
the United States free of duty it 
should appeal to the consumers of 
this country who are anxious for a 
reduction in the cost of living. 

Again, upon the prosperity of the 
farmer depends the development of 
the towns and cities. If the farmer 
gets more for his grain and his live 
stock he will huve more to spend 
with the merchant, and directly 
and indirectly the entire country 
will benefit. 

Through the reciprocity agitation 
the lands of Western Canada have 
been advertised in the Kepublic to 
the south as they never were adver- 
tised before. The opponents of the 
measure in the United States Con- 
gress argued that the American 
farmer could not compete with the 
cheap lands and fertile soil of the 
Canadian prairies, with the result 
that many American farmers heard 
Canada’s praises sounded for the 
first time, and thousands will flock 
to this country to settle on the land, 
which their own Senators and Con- 
gressinen advertised. What will 
this mean? More settlers, more 
production, more wealth and an 
increase in the value of our lands, 

The Congervative party, until this 
pact was negotiated, had always 
advocated reciprocity; but they 
have now changed completely, not 
because they do not believe in. reci- 
procity, but because they must op- | 
pose the Liberal Goverument right 
or wrong. One of the arguments 
they advance against reciprocity 
now is that it may affect our rela- 
tions with the mother country and 
ultimately Jead to political union 
with the United States, This is 
merely an election cry, In the past 
the Conservatives advocated reci- | 
procity and waved the old flag at’ 
the same time. Their great leader, 
Sir John A, Macdonald, when he! 
declared ‘A British subjoct I was 


di- 


die’? was advocating reciprocity 
with the United States. ‘lhe Con- 
servative party cries loyalty; but 
during all the time it was in power | 
it never gave evidence of its regard 
for the mother country. On the 
other hand the Liberal Party intro- 
duced the British preference, and it 
was opposed hy the Conservatives. 
‘The Liberal Party established a 
Canadian navy to be at the service 
of Britain in its wars, and it sent 
troops to South Alrica to assist the

eliciency was concisely expressed 
by the chairman of the Commission 
of conservation in his inaugural 
address before the First Annual 
Meeting of the Commission. In 
this connection Mr. Sifton said in 
part; ‘The physical strength of 
the people is the resource from 
which all others derive value. Ex- 
reme and scrupulus regard for the 
lives and health of the population 
may be taken as the best criterion 
uf the degree of real civilization 


Pjand refinement to which a country 


has attained. It cannot be said 
that it has received too much at- 
tention, through the provinces, 
the Dominion, and the municipual- 
ities have health laws and health 
administrations all doing effective 
and useful work. ‘There are, how- 
ever, many branches of the subject 
general in their character, which 
merit attention, The Dominion 
spends hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in eradicating the diseases 
of animals, and the work, it is 
pleasing to know, is being done 
wit. thoroughness. But no similar 
cilurt is being made by the Province 
or Dominion to meet the ravages of 
‘diseases among human beings, such, 
e.g., us tuberculosis.” 

That there is great work to be 
done in checking the inroads of 
tuberculosis is evidenced by the 
mortality statistics of the last cen- 
sus, In the census year there were 
9709 deaths from the disease in 
CUannda. Or, in other words, 12 
deaths out of every hundred in that 
year were due to tuberculosis, And 
yet tuberculosis is classed by modern 
medical science as a preventable 
disvuse,

In fact the far- 
mers around the large cities used 
to find in this class of animal a 
cheap supply, many of which turn- 
ed out to be first class horses, show- 
ing that all that was needed was a 
rest on the Mother Earth without 
their shoes, 


Our Forest Areas 


The forest area of Canada has 

en so variously estimated by ex- 
perts that the ordinary Inyman has 
difficulty in obtaining anything ap- 
proaching accurate information. 
Bulletin No. 9 of the Forestry 
Branch of the Department of the 
Interior, published a few months 
ago, says: ‘lhe original timbered 
area, omitting semi-trecless Jands. 
was approximately 1,900,000 square 
miles; 98,000 square miles have 
been cleared for settlement, and 
100,000 squre miles have been cut 
over by lumbermen, leaving a tim- 
bered area yet untouched of 1,702,- 
000 square miles. Assuming the 
uvernge of 3,000 feet per square acre 
there should yet remain 3,279,000,- 
000,000 feet of timber in Canada at 
a very conservative estimate. On 
the contrary, the highest estimate 
that has been made, that given by 
the = Conservation — Commission, | 
places the amount of timber and 
pulpwood in Canada at 494,600 
million feet, and 1,100 million cords 
respectively.’’

Facts About a Little-Known Spot In 
th: Empire. 

' Ocean Island lies only 62. miles 
south of the equator, and in {full rush 
of the equatorial current, which, 
streaming across the mid-Pacific from 
east to west, runs past the island. with 
a varying strength of from one to three 
miles an hour. From the early years 
of the tast century the island was a 
well-known calling-place for whaling 
ships, which came there to buy “hogs” 
and: to diversify the monotonous sea 
rations of their year-long cruises, But 
although these visits were no doubt 
fairly numerous, says. a writer: in 
Blackwood’s Magazine, any lengthy 
stay at the island must always have 
been impossible, since there is no an- 
chorage at which even a modern full. 
powered steamer can lie with any de- 
|gree of safety. Steam must be kept 
up all the time so as to leave at a 
moment’s notice, even though these 
vessels are moored to the splendid ser- 
ies of buoys which are now within two 
cables length of the reef and in 206 
fathoms of. water.

Originally, life insurance, the prin-

Lord Wolverhampton is the son of 
a Wesleyan preacher, and up to the 
age of fifty was not even a member of 
Parliament, but simply a public-spir- 
ited Wolverhampton lawyer. Lord In- 
verclyde is great-grandson of a Glas- 
gow Presbyterian minister. His 
grandfather wag 4 clerk in a shipping- 
office, and eventually, with Samuel 
Cunard, established the world-famed 
fleet of liners. Baron Glantawe, a 
Welshman of Swansea, also represents 
ships and shipping, and is the first to 
bear the title. Lord Pirrie entered 
the famous shipyard of Harland & 
Wolff as a boy of fifteen, and is now 
ehairman of the company. 

Lord Morley represents literature 
and journalisin, for he first rose into 
fame by his writings and by his edi- 
torship of The Pall Mall Gazette. And 
it may not be generally known that 
Lord Milner, then Mr. Alfred Milner, 
@ distinguished young University 
graduate, was one of his leader writ- 
era. Lord Burnham, also, whose fam- 
ily name is Levy-Lawson, is the pro- 
Ree and ruling spirit of The Daily 

elegraph; whilst Lord Northcliffe 
owes his elevation to the peerage to 
rad jeer that he established The Daily 

Lord Glenesk, too, who wag so long 
known as Sir Algernon Borthwick, 
whose decease was so much regretted, 
was proprictor of The Morning Post; 
whilst both the Karl of Crewe and 
Lord Tennyson gwe their titles to 
literary fathers, the first is the son 
of Richard Monckton Milnes, and the 
other of the late Laureate.

Lord Allerton was known, and 
known favorably, for many a long 
year in Leeds as Mr. W. L. Jackson, 
the tanner. As prerrbony knows, 
Lord Armstrong gets his millions and 
his title from the well-known Arm- 
etrong gun made at the great Elswick 
works at Newcastle. Lord Ashton is 
a philanthropic and highly-respected 
citizen of Lancaster, where he is en- 
gaged in the manufacture of oil- 
cloths. Lord Masham has great mills 
at Manningham, and PERS owns 
the town from which he takes his 
title. Two of the most remarkable 
romances of the peerage attach to 
Lords Mount Stephen and Strathcona, 
who both began life as Scottish shep- 
herd lads.

THE SCOTTISH DRAGOONS, 
Eastern Townships Regiment Ranks 
High In Canadian Cavalry Corps. 
The 13th Scottish Light Dragoons 
is a cavalry regiment from the East. 
ern Townships in the Provituce of 


Quebec. The regiment, although or- 
ginized only in 1903, has attained such 


a degree of efficiency that it is to-day jtoria 


looked upon as one of the best cav- 
alry regiments in Canada. Last year 
it won the Turner Efficiency Shield 
for being the best regiment in the 
Province of Quebec, and at the camp 
which just closed at Farnham it again 
won the shield, 

This regiment when organized in 
1903 took the place of the old 79th 
Infantry, which previously had been 
recruited from the Eastern’ Town- 
ships. It consisted at first of five 
squadrons, ‘'A’’ being located at Stan- 
stead, ‘'B’ at Knowlton, “C” at Wat- 
erloo, “D” at Stanbridge East and 
“EK at Cowansville. Two years ago 
when the 26th Stanstead Light Horse 
was organized ‘A’ Squadron was 
transfererd to the new regiment, and 
“E” Squadrén alte to “A.” The 
regiment was organized during Lord 
Dundonald’s regime in 1903. The 
tirst commander of the regiment was 
Col. Charles A. Smart, who was suc 
cveded by Col. D, M. Stewart, and 
he in turn by the present command. 
er, Col. B. B, Morrill. The present 
squadron commanders are: ‘A,’’ Maj. 
G. H. Buker, who is senior squadron 
commander and will likely succeed 
Col. Morrill as commander of the regi- 
ment; ‘B,” Maj. Miltimore; “CO,” 
Maj. H. Stew...t, and “D,” Maj, Rua- 
sell. 

The change from an infantry to a 
cavalry regiment has proved very 
popular among the young men of the 
Eastern Townships. There is now no 
difficulty about securing enough 
men to keep up the strength of the 
cavalry regiment, whereas there had 
been considerable difficulty in ob. 
taining sufficient to fill the ranks of 
the infantry. The fact that the regi- 
ment has won the Turner Efficiency 
Shield two years in succession is ip

| Fine Old Stone Church Near St. An- 
drew'’s Locks Was Built About Six. 
ty-Two Years Ago By the Selkirk 
Pioneers—Rev. John West Was Its 
First Minister and Some Ara Alive 
Who Remember Its First Service. 


“T hear the tread of pioneers, 
Of nations yet to be. 

The first low wash of waves, where 
Soon shall roll a human sea.” 


We will soon be celebrating in Can- 
ada west the centenary of the landing 
on the banks of the Red River of the 
first of the Selkirk pioneers, saya Ger- 
ald Wade in The Globe, 

The portion of what is known as 
the Province of Manitoba was first 
settled by Lord Selkirk in 1812. In 
; & country where historical records 
and memorials are all too scarce, as’ 
in the west, which is practically de-, 
void of any marks of appreciation of} 


| those who did so much for this coun- 


try, it is to be hoped that the coming 
“Selkirk Centennial” will be marked 
by a suitable memorial to the founder, 
of the ‘Red River Colony.” He was 
a pioneer Imperia.ist and one of the 
first advocates of Empire-building by 
colonization, 

It was in the autumn of 1812 when 
this kind-hearted Scotchman’s first 
arty of Highlanders reached ‘‘The 
Red” via Hudson Bay and Lake Win- 
nipeg. The “Settlement” increased 
slowly by natural growth, by dia- 
charged and retiring employes of the 
Hudson Bay and Northwest Compan- 
ies, the coming over of a few emi- 


grants from the States, and the set 
tling about them of half-breeds, 
“Wherever British influence has 


gone throughout the world, the Chris- 
tian faith of the British people has 
followed,” wrote Bryce, and the first 
clergyman to arrive in Rupert’s Land 
was in connection with the Selkirk 
colony. To-day beautifully situated 
on the banks of the Red River above 
lower Fort Garry, near St. Andrew's 
Locks, and many miles below “Old 
Fort Garry” (Winnipeg), stands the 
oldest church in Canada west. It is 
the link between the past and the 
present. This solid stone house of 
worship still holds great interest for 
the visitors to this historical spot, 
especially to those who are descend- 
ants of the settlers. . Beside the many 
interesting “tablets” erected to the 
memory of “The Pioneers of Canada 
West” which one sees on the walls of 


| St. Andrews, not the least interesting 


is a beautiful memorial window over 
the altar to the memory of the ‘‘pio- 
neer builder of churches in the west,” 
the Rev. Archdeacon Cochrane, placed 
there some thirty-two years ago. 

St. Andrews Parish, which is so rich 
in history, has one historical advan- 
tage over Fort Garry in that it atill 
retains its original name and identity, 
while Fort Garry and other places are 
lost in name to the people of to-day. 
The old church building and rectory 
are in a good state of preservation, 
and the latter is occupied by the 
present rector and his family. 

Mr. Bryce, writing to the Rev. John 


; West, who was the first minister of 
| St. Andrews, says: ‘‘He arrived in the 


Red River Settlement in October, 
1820, aud at once began hia labors by 
holding services in Fort Garry, and 
in 1823 he erected the first Protestant 
place of worship on the Red River, 
and when he returned to England two 
years afterwards the second minister 
of St. Andrews, the Rev. William 


| Cochrane, and his wife arrived at the 


settlement, and to Mr. Cochrane, af- 
terwards created Archdeacon, is given 
deservedly much of the credit of laying 
the foundation of the church on the 
Red River. He not only laid the foun- 


| dation of the Protestant Church in 


Canada west, but he also supervised 
the erection of this pioneer church 
sixty-one years ago. It was not until 
1844 that the first Protesant Bishop, 
Dr. Mountain of Montreal, visited this 
then remote spot. In 1849 the Diocese 
of Rupert’s Land was established, and 
the Rev, David Anderson consecrated 
its first bishop. To this church bes 
longed, besides the settlers, nearly all 
the English-speaking half-breed popu- 
lation of the colony, as well as a large 
number of the Hudson Bay Co.’s of- 
ficers, 

During the sixty-two years of its 
existence the parish has had, besides 
the Revs. Mr. West and Archdeacon 
Cochrane, the following incumbents in 
order named: Rey. Dr, J. P. Gardiner, 
Archdeacon Hunter, Bishop Young, 
Bishop Grisdale, Rev. A. £. Fortin, 
Rev. Mr. Barber, Rev. Canon J. W. 
Matheson, Rural Dean Johnson, Rev. 
Mr. King, Rev. G. E. Brownlee and 
Rev, A. J. Warwick, the present in- 
cumbent, who still preaches to the de- 
scendants of the settlers twice every 
Sunday. There are still a few mem- 
bers of the parish living who were 
present ut the opening services sixty- 
two years ago. 

The old aUnicip 


ality of St. Andrews 
has a superficia 


area of about five 


hundred miles, and extends from 
Parkdale to Winhipeg Beach, along 
the west shore of the Red River, The 


municipality where Lord Selkirk eg- 
tablished the first colony, exactly one 
century ago, has just been born to a 
new life, and a few years hence will 
see this picturesque.valley become one 
of the most attractive and densely- 
peopled suburban districts in Canada, 
St. Andrews, however, still affords the 
traveler a rare glimpse of the olden 
times, as here are to be seen the 
square-hewn and picturesque cabina 
of the earliest settlers, inhabited to- 
day by their sons and grandsons. The 
ancient fortress of the Hudson Bay ad- 
venturers still stands as it did when 
it entertain Selkirk’s governors oF 
Simpson's voyugeurs,
